Culture. Most plants need a loose gritty soil. Use plenty of sand, peat,& leaf 
mold in your soil. Driconure is sa fertilizer. Winter loss can be avoided by pro- 
viding proper drainage which preve: xessive dampness. Saxifrages and many silver 
leafed varietiss are benefited by a chs 86 of rock chips, to keep the soil cool & moist 
but not wet. All seed pods should be cut off after blooming,and the plants pruned and 
thinned out, otherwise a scrawny and thin growth will result the next year. Many varie- 
ties bloom again in fall if conditions are favorable,
